Hatvard Man Urges Campaign. 


Kirtley F. Mather, Harvard 

University geologist who headed 
the A.A.A.S. in 195}, said he 
would support strongly an educa- 
tional campaign in favor of “in- 
tellectual freedom.” “He said it 
should not be limited to scientific 
freedom. 

“The time is past for just being 
on the defensive and trying to 
reply to unintelligent attacks,” 
Mather said. “We need now to 
take the offensive.” | 

A somewhat contrary view was 
expressed by Detlev W. Bronk, 
president of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity and 1952 president of the 
association. He said education of 
the man in the street in the 
achievements of science would 
bring about greater respect for 
science, and thus serve to extend 
scientific freedom. 

In presenting the proposal for 
an educational campaign yester- 
day, Dr. Visscher suggested that 
the association levy a $25 assess- 
ment on each of its 50,000 mem- 
bers. 

Persons present at the meeting 
at which the University of. Min- 
nesota professor spoke voted 31 
to 4 to urge the organization to 
set up the campaign he outlined.

SEOUL (Thursday), Jan. 1 (AP) 
—A new year came to the Korean 
front today but it was the same | 
old war—stalemate on the ground | 
and artillery barrages. 

The new year began as relative- 

ly quiet as the final day of 1952 
had been. There had been shell- 
ing Wednesday and some Allied 
artillery units greeted the new 
year with thunderous barrages at 
midnight. 
Wednesday had been quiet 
after a few pre-dawn scraps, but 
in the air the B-29 superfortresses 
struck two vital’ Red targets. 

Twenty-one B-29s from Japan 
and Okinawa flew through heavy 
Communist ground fire and har- 
assing night fighters in their two- 
pronged attack. They dumped 
more than 200 tons of high explo- 
sives on a sprawling ore process- 
ing plant near the Yalu river and 
a key supply center near Sinanju. 
Sinanju is about 45 miles north 
of Pyongyang, Red Korean capital. 

Red Fighters a Challenge. 


Red night fighters offered a 
serious challenge to the B-29s 
with repeated firing passes. The 
Air Force did not say whether 
any bombers wee hit. Bright 
moonlight helped the Red pilots.

When Lie an- 
nounces the panel membership he 
will also insist that the United 
States government say in specific 
terms why certain American em- 
‘ployes should be regarded as 
disloyal. And Lie feels, the panel 
should rule only on the basis of 
concrete evidence submitted as

Lehman 
said none of those present op- 
posed his plan but that did not 
necessarily mean they indorsed 
it. The group will meet again 
Friday, perhaps with other Sen- 
ators present. 

Lehman’s maneuver is aimed 
at Senate rule No. 22, which re- 
quires a vote of at least 64 Sen- 
ators to put a time limit on de- 
bate. It forbids any time limit on 
debating efforts to amend the 
rule itself. Lehman denounced 
the rule as “an evil and a threat 
to sorderly democratic govern- 
ment.” 

His group wants to make it 
easier to shut off debate—prob- 
ably-by the votes of 49 of the Sen- 
ate’s 96 members. 

Not Sure of Effect. 

Lehman conceded he did not 
know whether his group’s planned 
move right at the start of the new 
‘session might interfere with the 
scheduled Senate-House meeting 
to count the electoral college 
votes. 

Senator Ives (Rep.), New York, 
who attended the strategy session, 
said: “It had occurred to me, but 
I don’t see how it could interfere. 
Counting the votes is privileged 
business which would come ahead 
of anything else.” 

Watkins, veteran Senate parlia- 
méntarian, agreed with this view 
and said there are several meth- 
ods of interrupting a fight to per- 
mit the electoral count to proceed. 

Others sitting in on the strat- 
egy meeting were Senators Duff 
(R@p.) Pennsylvania, Morse (Ind.), 
Oregon and the following Demo- 
crats: Green of Rhode Island, An- 
derson of New Mexico, Mansfield 
of Montana, Kilgore of West Vir- 
ginia and Hunt of Wyoming. Sen- 
ators Magnuson (Dem.), Washing- 
ton and Smith (Rep.)

| Addressing a section meeting 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science at 
Kiel Auditorium, Walter M. Koll- 
morgen said members of Congress 
and federal agencies misrepresent 
monetary costs of flood destruc- 
' tion to justify huge expenditures 
for flood control. 

Unnecessary appropriations for 
flood control, he declared, are 
justified “by stressing flood de- 
struction and neglecting the con- 
structive features of inundation 
of floodplain land.” 

Kollmorgen blamed “pressure 
groups seeking to climb on some 
form of gravy train, federal agen- 
cies which are not modest in of- 
fering them salvation, and mem- 
bers of Congress whose tenure 
depends on how much money they 
funnel to home districts.” 

Assails Hasty Estimates. 

Many of the estimates of flood 
losses are made entirely too 
hastily and with “the obvious in- 
tent of dramatizing the unusual,” 
he said. 

As’an example of a flood bene- 
fit, Kollmorgen cited deposits of 
rich alluvial soil laid down by the 
Kansas river flood of 1951. “The 
fill or deposits left by this flood 
obliterated some of the uneven 
terrain and greatly improved 
drainage. Some farmers: added 
$100 to the value. of each acre 
because of this fill of proper tex- 
tured material,” he reported. 

“Another flood gain that was 
not uncommon was the deposit of 
sandy material over fine-tex- 
tured gumbo land,” he added. 
“Several inches of sand deposits 
plowed into a gumbo soil great- 
ly improved its working qualities 
and productivity.” .- 

Fields where sand deposits 
were worked in by deep plowing 
after the Kansas river flood 
yielded an additional 20 btishéts 
of corn per acre, Kollmorgen said. 


Criticizes Pick-Sloan. . 

Turning to the problem of irri- 
gation in the Missouri basin, Koll- 
morgen eriticized the United 
States Bureau of Reclamation 
and the Pick-Sloan plan of the 
Army Engineers. Both agencies, 
he said, have overestimated the 
amount of land suitable for irri- 
gation in the basin. 

“The original Sloan plan,” he 
declared, “estimated 1,400,000 
acres of land suitable for irriga- 
tion in the Missouri-Souris area 
in North Dakota, but subsequent 
investigation shows the project 
will do well to yield 500,000 acres 
of irrigated land.” 

“If these agencies had been 
able to interpret vegetation maps 
prepared by geographers, more 
accurate estimates of land suit- 
able for irrigation could have 
been presented,” Kollmorgen de- 


clared. 

Present flood control policies 
of the Bureau of Reclamation and 
Army Engineers, he continued, 
“will destroy the productivity of 
25 to 40 per cent of floodplain 
land, to achieve only limited flood 
control.” 

In the lower Kansas river 
basin, he contended, “fully one- 
third of the best floodplain will 
be destroyed by present and pro- 
posed dams.” Government agen- 
cies justify this destruction by 
citing heavy losses from floods 
in past years, he said, “but these 
losses are actually due largely 
to unwise encroachment on the 
floodplain, particularly by city, 
developments.” 

“Under the present program, 
we will flood many hundreds of 
acres of the finest agricultural 
land to protect one acre of city 
property that could easily have 
been located off the floodplain in 
upland areas.”

FRISCO, KANSAS CITY

One Carrier Reported Behind 
Schedule When Collision 
Occurs. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., Dec. 31 
(AP)—A Kansas City Southern 
freight train and a Frisco passen- 
ger train collided near here late 
yesterday. Twenty-six persons 
were hurt and nine of them re- 
quired hospitalization. 

The collision between the south 


bound freight and the northbound 
train occurred seven miles south 
of Fort Smith, just across the 
state line into Oklahoma. 

The Frisco train was bound 
from Paris, Tex., for Monett, Mo. 
Its only passenger coach was to 
be hooked tg the St. Louis-bound 
Meteor when it arrived at Monett. 
The Frisco train also had four 
baggage cars. 

Cause of the collision had not 
been determined last night. How- 
ever, Otis Hays, chief dispatcher 
for the Frisco lines here, said the 
passenger train was running 15 
minutes behind its schedule. 

The locomotive of the passen- 
ger train caught fire following 
the collision, but the flames 
burned out without causing fur- 
ther damage. The passenger loco- 
motive ended up on top of the 
freight locomotive. 

Engineer G. B. Neal of the 
freight train said his locomotive 
was rounding a curve when “we 
looked up and there was that pas- 
senger train right on us.” He 
said that neither engineer had 
time to stop his train. 

The engineer of the other train, 
William B. Stewart, 65, of Fort 
Smith, was in the hospital and 
could not be questioned.

U.S Engineers Say Huge 


Investment for Extrac- 


lions of dollars in a huge plant 

to production on a very 

e scale, government synthetic 

fuel experts told the American 

Association for the Advancement 
of Science yesterday. 

A small coal hydrogenation 
plant—one that would process 30 
tons of southern Illinois or west- 
ern Kentucky coal an hour—can 
be built for $38,181,000, including 
operating capital, and can be op- 
erated at an annual profit of 
about 10.8 per cerit if half of the 
capital is borrowed at 4 per cent 
interest, it was asserted by L. C. 
Skinner and S. Katell, engineers 
on the staff of the coal-to-ojl 
demonstration plant maintained 
by the United States Bureau of 
Mines at Louisiana, Mo. 

The plant they visualized would 
be built in 24 to 30 months. It 
would require only 471 employes. 
With size held to a single-stall 
operation, the plant would be 
small enough to pérmit use of 
purchased electric power and 
would not require construction of 
power production facilities. The 
small plant would have the added 
advantage of producing chemicals 
in readily marketable amounts. 


Such a plant would have-to be 
situated where coal, gas and wa- 
ter are available at reasonable 
costs; other essential factors in- 
clude adequate power, labor and 
transportation, both rail and wa- 
ter, as well as central location 
with regard to markets. Many 
sites in the Midwest meet these 
ean the engineers 


stated. 
Estimate of Income. 

Chemicals currently in great 
demand would be manufactured, 
together with some _ synthetic 
fuels. The products at current 
market es would be worth 
$13,583, a year, the engineers 
calculated, adding that the re- 
turn would probably increase 
with higher prices and limited 
availability forecast for médst of 
the chemicals produced, and with 
the marketing of additional prod- 
ucts expected to take t' ir place 
in the expanding chemical indus- 


This dollars-and-cents picture 
of a small yet profitable com- 
mercial venture in coal hydro- 
genation was painted to answer 
the argument that total capital 
requirements are much too large 
for most private firms to handle. 

Most of the past discussion 
about initiating commercial pro- 
duction of gasoline and chemi- 
eals from coal has dealt with big 
plants that would have an output 
of approximately 30,000 barrels a 
day and would cost $400,000,000 
or more. 

The engineers took issue with 
the theory that ‘coal hydrogena- 
tion is practical only on a very 
large scale, and that even then it 
does not provide enough return to 
justify construction of a plant by 
private industry. 

Cost of Operation. 

Design of the hypothetical plant 
would be similar to the Govern- 
ment pilot plant on the Missis- 
sippi river about 60 miles north 
of St. Louis. Plant investment, 
reduced by use of natural gas 
and purchased power, would be 
$34,148,000, and operating capital 
would amount to $4,033,000. Oper- 
ating costs were estimated at 
$8,612,480 a year when coal is 
purchased for $3.75 a ton deliv- 
ered, natural gas for 30 cents a 
1000 cubic feet, and electrical 
power for .0063 cents a kilowatt- 
hour earned rate. 

The plant would yield the fol- 
lowing products, the engineers 
estimated: 

Phenol, 6,720,000 pounds a 
year; cresols, 12,210,000 pounds; 
xylenols, 10,000,000 pounds; ben- 
zene, 4,100,000 gallons; toluene, 
6,100,000 gallons; xylenes, 5,273,- 
000 gallons; gasoline, 22,100,000 
gallons; liquid-phase gas, 7,920,- 
000 gallons. 

Estimated return for the first 
full year of operation would be 
$1,893,000 after payment of state 
and federal income taxes and a 
$763,620 interest payment on the 
debt capital of $19,090,500. Profit 
after taxes and interest during a 
25-year period of bonded indebt- 
edness would average $2,058,050 a 

ear or 10.78 per cent on the orig- 
inal equity capital.

ciation for the Advancement of Science here yesterday. 
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and DR. ANTON J. CARLSON, 


Dr, Anton J. Carlson, noted 
physiologist; called on scientists 
here yesterday to lead the way to- 
ward world-wide substitution of 
intelligence for ignorance, fear 
and. superstition. 


“Largely through ignorance, 
and traditions based on ignorance 
as to the nature of man, we are 
still nourishing the malignant 
cancers of race prejudice, hate, 
fear and war,” he told the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 


He urged a greatly expanded 
adult education program in the 
United States, “instead of the 
kind of bla-bla we've been get- 
ting.” He said this country was 
70 years behind Denmark in this 
regard. 

“It is amazing to find, in a 
country of fairly high educational 
level, so many sitting ducks for 
all the quacks that come along,” 
he said, referring to groups that 
oppose vaccination against small- 


pox or hold that venereal dis- 


— exist only in the imagina- 
on. 

He emphasized the place of 
science in education, remarking 
that “we don’t get an understand- 
standing of human health just by 
using the toothbrush.” 

The 78-year-old scientist, emer- 
itus professor at the University 
of Chicago, said adult education 
must go far beyond the “tradi- 


tional three Rs and the hundred 
great books.” In addition to 
science, he said, it should include 
history, sociology, economics, poli- 
tics, literature and religion. 

“We must rekindle the sup- 
pressed natural curiosity in our 
students, a curiosity largely sup- 
pressed by education through dic- 
tation, in the home, in the church, 
in the public schools and some- 
times even in our colleges and 
universities,” he said. 

“Education by dictation depends 
on memory, faith and tradition, 
rather than on understanding of 
,man and nature. We should have 
‘the scientific integrity to face all 
the proven facts, but keep our 
mouths shut and our pens dry 
until we know the facts.” 

He said scientists must guide 
the way toward intelligent solu- 
tions to the problems of popula- 
tion outstripping food supply; 
“the population increase by the 
significantly less fit of our spe- 
cies”; war and racial prejudice. 

Dr. Carlson told a reporter he 
considered his long-range view 
one of fundamental optimism. 

“If man is so foolish as to start 
World War III, with the atom 
bomb and all the rest of it, I 
think man still will survive” he 
said. “Civilization of course will 
go but some people will still be 


altogether.” 


WESTERN PAPERS COLLECTION 


The Missouri Historical So- 
ciety’s collection of manuscripts, 
letters, objects and books on the 
development of the West was de- 
scribed by a visiting scientist yes- 
terday as one of the most notable 
ones in the country. 

The statement was made by 
Dr. Herbert McLean Evans, pro- 
fessor of anatomy and director of 
the Institute of Experimental 
Biology of the University of Cali- 


fornia at Berkeley, after browsing 
through the collection. He was 
especially struck by the manu- 
scripts from the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition and called it a real 
thrill to examine an actual letter 
of credit from Thomas Jefferson 
to Meriwether Lewis. 


“This is a shrine for any Amer- 
ican who loves his country,” he 
told Charles Van Ravenswaay, di- 
rector of the society. “It is a 
shame this top-ranking collection 
must be kept in such cramped 
quarters,” he added.

Oklahoma scientists think they 
will be able to track down and 
pin-point' destructive tornadoes 
before they strike next year, it 
was reported here yesterday to 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 
Herbert L. Jones, professor of 
electrical engineering. Oklahoma 
A. & M. College, told of progress 
with a radar tracking technique 
at a symposium on tornadoes at 
Kiel Auditorium. 

“The new equipment,” he said, 
“should provide information that 
will make it possible to determine 
quantitatively the condition of 
high level thunderstorms that are 
being tracked on the radar sereen. 
It should be possible to evaluate 
the approximats time that a given 
storm center will require to de- 
velop into a tornado.” 

He explained that the Oklahoma 
research project was undertaken 
at Stillwater in 1947 to find a 
method of forecasting tornadoes 
so that persons living in an area 
toward which a tornado is headed 
could be fore-warned. Using ap- 


| paratus developed at the college 


and borrowed from the Army Sig- 
nal Corps, technicians are learn- 
ing to evaluate the type and posi- 
tion of storms by reading impulses 
which emanate from clouds and 
lightning discharges. 

Jones said new equipment for 
the coming season will consist of

William A Hass and Dansy T.

cal value. 

Up to the present, Hass said, 
the problem of narrowing down 
the place where a tornado might 
strike to an afea less than 15,000 
square miles has proved stubborn. 

Williams told of detailed studies 
of weather “perturbations,”—gen- 
erally local thunderstorms which 
at times develop into tornadoes— 
in Kansas, southern Nebraska and 
northern Oklahoma. His data 
showed such disturbances tend to 
happen at night and are related 
to eastward movement of air 
masses over the Rocky Mountains. 

Maj. Loyd Starrett of Tinker 
Air Force Base, Oklahoma City, 
presented a paper prepared by 
Lt. Col. E. J. Fawbush and Maj. 
R. C. Miller, whose work with the 
Severe Weather Warning Center 
of the Air Force has attracted na- 
tion-wide attention. 

The Air Force spokesman gave 
an illustrated lecture concerning 
a group of tornadoes, hailstorms 
and windstorms which strucuck 
Arkansas and northeast Texas 
March 17, 1951.

“Judged by the standard of 
protecting teeth from decay, a 
low fluoride intake apparently 
represents the most widespread 
deficiency,” he said. “Iron and 
folic acid deficiencies, severe 
enough to cause anemia, are still 
found in nearly every communi- 


Great strides have been made 
in producing food of high quality 
and in greater abundance than 
ever before, he said, but research- 
ers find present standards un- 
satisfactory. 

He said that the first four 
causes of death in America— 
heart disease, cancer, cerebral 
hemorrhage and diseases of the 
newborn—are in the category of 
deranged metabolism, instead of 
being primarily infectious in 
origin. He pointed out that in the 
case of these diseases, and many 
others, such as diabetes and 
arthritis, faulty nutrition plays 
an important part.

Carbohydrates in Diet. 

Prof. H. J. Deuel Jr., of the 
University of Southern California, 
speaking on the “Importance of 
Carbohydrates and Fat in the 
Diet,” said it would be logical 
to assume that male survivors of 
a shipwreck would be able to out- 
last women survivors, because 
men store larger amounts of 
carbohydrates in their bodies. 

Research at the University of 
Southern California has shown 
women have more fat in their tis- 
sues than men do, he said. _ It 
has been found that men gener- 
ally can carry on their usual tasks 
during a seven-day period of fast- 
ing. Women, however, become il 
with nausea and shortness of 
breath because they cannot con- 
vert their fat into energy as rap- 
idly as men can call on their re- 
serves of carbohydrates. 

However, a large intake of fats 
conditions the eater to survive 
better extreme heat of tropical 
countries. Carbohydrates release 
extra waste heat and cause con- 
siderable suffering. 

Future research to improve hu- 
man nutrition should include the 
cultivation of various special, 
beneficial micro-organisms, such 
as yeast types, the water algae 
chlorella and certain seaweed, 
George R. Cowgill, professor of 
nutrition at Yale University, said.

E. C. Stakman, professor and 

chief of the division of plant 
pathology and botany at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, said 60 to 
65 per cent of the food produced 
in the Western world in conti- 
nental climates is subject to ca- 
tastrophic weather. hazards.

Ozark Sportsman and Outdoors 

A réview of the sportsmen’s 


- calendar for 1952 shows the year 
just passed as one of both success 
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stream or a bird in the air, or 
that an animal survives the re- 
lentless search for game. 


More ‘than 4 2,000,000 “duck 
stamps” were sold. Three million 
rabbits were harvested in Mis- 
souri alone, as well as millions of 
squirrels, quail and other game 
that fell to the guns during the 
year. Dollars are spent in equip- 
~ ment to harvest the game, but 
only pennies are spent to repro- 
duce it. Production at present is 
more by accident than by design. 
Killing is a cold, calculated plan 
involving the acme of perfection 
in equipment that improves each 
year. But habitat and food con- 
ditions for game worsen each year 
to make way for modern, stream- 
lined agriculture which has no 
place for the production of game 
in its agendum., 


Rabbit Comes Into Its Own. 


In the year of 1952 the lowly 
rabbit finally came into its own. 
At long last the Conservation 
Commisison placed a bag limit 
on it—the first ever placed on: 
rabbits in Missouri. The rabbit 
population in the state showed a 
decided uptrend, especially in the 
Ozark region, due to a hot, dry 
spring and summer that made 
ideal conditions for baby bunny 
survival. 


These same conditions worked 
in reverse on quail. The extreme 
heat made many a clutch of eggs 
infertile before the hen quail had 
finished her task, and extremely 
small coveys were the result. 
Many veteran quail hunters cased 
their guns after a few days afield 
and refused future hunts, fearing 
the brood stock would be deci- 
mated. A poor nesting and rear- 
ing season in 1953 could well spell 
disaster and it is entirely possible 
that a year’s closed season on this 
sporty upland game might be- 
come a necessity. 

One bright spot was the in- 
crease in the deer herd. More 
than 7000 animals were harvested 
this season and the future holds 
promise of a large harvest in ’53. 
The protection. from fire given 
the Mark Twain and Clark na- 
tional forests has been a large 
factor in the population increase. 
‘Deer forage is not endangered as 
yet by the increase of deer and 
the acorn mast, especially black 
oak, is heavier than usual. The | 
white oak mast is short and, while 
deer and squirrels prefer the 
acorns of the white oak, they will 
thrive on the less preferred mast 
if white oak acorns are unavail- 
able. 

There is a large carry-over in 
the squirrel population and the 
heavy acorn crop will carry them 
through the winter in excellent 
condition. When this condition 
exists the squirrels reproduce in 
greater numbers and 
hunting in 1953 should be better 
than in the past oe youes, a 
hunters reported seeing grea 
numbers of squirrels while pur- 
suing the white-tails and, barring 
a harsh, long-drawn-out winter, 
next June will show an excellent 
crop of young fryers. 

Increase in Number of Fish. 

The Lake of the Ozarks and 
Wappapello held their own as pro- 
ducers of over-sized crappie and 
white bass. While Wappapello 
has not as yet been a large yielder 
of “stripers,” each year has shown 
a decided increase and 1953 
should be a banner year. Nor- 
fork is. still leading the state in 
large-mouthed bass, some weigh- 
ing as much.as 10 pounds having 
been taken the past year. Lake 
Clearwater has not been the fish- 
ing mecca that it was anticipated 
to be, but a large majority of the 
fish taken were bass. Float fish- 
ermen fared rather poorly due to 
the extreme drouth, excessive 
heat, and the Ozark streams be- 
ing at an all-time low during most 
of the fishing season. Late fall 
brought about excellent jack 
salmon fishing in most of the 
streams, with Current river out- 
standing for the walleye enthusi- 
asts. 

The nine-day extension of the 
waterfowl season in Missouri 
helped to give the goose and duck 
hunters an excellent season. Trim- 
ble Wildlife Area, Fountain Grove 
Wildlife Area, and Lake Wappa- 
pello had some of the best water- 
fowl shooting in years, and the 
goose kill in Scott and Mississippi 
counties was far in excess of the 
previous year. Duck Creek Area 
in southeast Missouri may be in 

operation in 1953. Al) in all, Mis- 
souri is an outstanding state from 
the sportsmen's viewpoint when 
compared to many others.

Prof. Gellhorn is the son of 
Mrs. Edna Gellborn and the late 
Dr. George Gellhorn of St. Louis 
and the brother of Martha Gell- 
horn, widely known writer. 

Requested Hearing. 

The committee, which goes out 
of existence this week, had con- 
cluded its scheduled public hear- 
ings but added the impromptu one 
late yesterday at the urgent re- 


| quest of the two professors, who 


said they had been falsely ma- 
ligned by Budenz. Budenz, who 
teaches at Fordham University, 
renounced Communism years ago 
and has since appeared frequently 
at congressional hearings to make 
his accusations. Both Dr. Gell- 
hern and Dr. Reid said they had 
never met Budenz. 

Dr. Gellhorn’s name came up as 
a participant years ago in a study 
at Cornell University made under 
a grant by Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. Subsequently Dr. Gellhorn 
wrote a book called “Security, 
Loyalty and Science,” which was 
widely praised as an objective and 
factual study of a crucial problem. 

He branded Budenz’s charge as 


|“completely and absolutely un- 


true.” Budenz’s assertion, he 
pointed out, was completely un- 
supported by any specific facts or 
statements. “His entire testimony 
about me in the record appears 
in 23 wobds,” he said indignantly. 
“This is not evidence, it is mere 
denunciation.” 


Cites 20-Year Career. 
He told the committee his ca-

He said that 
because of his race — he is a 
Negro — he has always been 
interested in such subjects as 
racial discrimination, and_ this, 
coupled with an intense interest 
in academic freedom, may have 
led him to join some organiza- 
tions listed as subversive years 
later by the Attorney General.

“I am alarmed, I am shocked, I 
can't believe it,” said Chelf. 

Acheson, who had been sitting 
quietly with his head resting in 
the palm of his left hand, replied 
he wanted to say he did not be- 
lieve any of his associates had let 
him down; that they had done 
the best they could under the lim- 
itations imposed on them. 

“It is not for me,” he said, “to 
snatch the knotted cord from the 
hand of God and deal out mur- 
dreous blows to my associates. 
They did the best they could. 
Maybe you don’t like it. Maybe, 
using hindsight, you think it 
could have been done better. 

“In 1945 the decision was made 
by the Secretary of State that we 
would not have anything to do 
with the hiring and firing of 
United Nations personnel. It does 
not seem altogether sound to em- 
ploy the knowledge of 1952 ‘to 
criticize the actions of 1945 and 
1946. Maybe my successors can 
do better than I; I hope so.” 


Security Impeding Business. 


“What I am concerned about 
is the lax security,” said Chelf. 
“As to that,” returned Acheson, 
“there is now so much security 
that it impedes the progress -of 
business. I work from 9 a.m. 
until 7 or 8 p.m., and I formerly 
took papers home with me to 
read at night. It now violates 
security to remove such papers 
and I am getting farther and 
farther behind. If these regu- 
lations get so strict they cannot 
be carried out, then some person 
violates them.” 

“But don’t you think prospec- 
tive employes ought to be 
checked?” persisted Chelf. 

“They are checked up and 
down, in and out, backwards and 
forwards,” said Acheson. “It is 
harder to get into the State 
Department than into the Union 
League Club.” 

This brought a laugh, one of 
several Acheson managed to in- 
ject into the hearing. 

“Do you think the decision 
made in 1946 should have been 
different?” asked Keating. 

Acheson said he assumed Sec- 
retary of States Byrnes would 
have made a different decision 
if in 1946 he knew as much about 
the extent of the subversive prob- 
lem as we know now. 


U.N. Prestige Hurt, He Says. 


In reply to another question he 
said the disclosure that disloyal 
Americans were working for the 
U.N. secretariat had tended to 
undermine the prestige of the 
U.N. in this country. 

Chelf repeated that he knew 
Acheson had a tough job, one he 
would not take under any circum- 
stances. 

“You may remember, Mr. Sec- 
retary,” he said, “that when they 
were trying to cut your salary I 
made a speech against it, saying 
that would be the same as shoot- 
ing you from ambush.” 

“That one act marks you as a 
statesman of great quality,” re- 
torted Acheson, amid laughter. 

Acheson appeared composed as 
he faced a battery of floodlights 
and cameras in the hearing room. 

Asked by Chelf whether he 
wished to be sworn, Acheson 
smiled and said that it made no 
diference to him as “I shall tell 
you the truth under any circum- 
stances.” 

The committee decided he 
should be sworn because other 
witnesses had been.

‘MY HINDSIGHT IS SORE 
AT THIS POINT,’ REPLIES 
ACHESON AT HEARING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (UP). 
UTGOING Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson con- 

_.— fided today that “my hind- 

sight is sore at this point.” 

Appearing before a House 
Judiciary subcommittee in- 
vestigating subversive Ameri- 
cans in the United Nations, 
Acheson was pressed to ex- 
plain what, from “hindsight” 
now, he might have done dif- 
ferently. 

“If I might say something 
on the light side,” Acheson 
said, “my hindsight is sore at 
this point.” 


President. Truman repeated his 
earlier order. 

Acheson said also he was not 
aware that in 1949 the depart- 
ment entered into a confidential 
arrangement with the U.N. to 
check the names of suspected per- 
sons until the day he had his dis- 
cussion with McGranery. He later 
looked into it, partly because 
within a few days the matter was 
made public by Lie, who pre- 
viously had insisted on secrecy. 
James F. Byrnes was Secretary of 
State at the time the confidential 
arrangement was made. 


Lie, Acheson recalled, had 
asked a committee of jurists to 
suggest a better way of checking 
these things. The State Depart- 
ment started working on the same 
matter and the result is expected 
to be manifest soon when Presi- 
dent Truman issues an executive 
order setting up a new system of 
loyalty checks. 

Acheson had told the subcom- 
mittee that he thought the new 
order, which Truman is expected 
to sign today or within a day or 
two, would take care of the 
problem of American Communists 
in the U.N. It sets up a loyalty 
review procedure.

Under the Federal Govern- 
ment’s own loyalty review pro- 
cedure the test of the fitness for 
government employment is not 
whether there is reasonable 
ground for an affirmative con- 
clusion that the employe is dis- 
loyal but whether there is rea- 
sonable doubt of the employe’s 
loyalty. Under this arrangement 
persons have been separated from 
government employment’ even 
though loyalty boards have held 
that they could not reach an af- 
firmative conclusion that they 
were disloyal. 


“Doing Best to End War.” 


Hillings suggested at one point 
that Communists in the U.N. were 
in a position to impede the war in 
Korea, 

Sharply, Acheson retorted 
the U.N. is supporting the 
and that “we are doing our 
to end the war in Korea.”

If they 
go right we never get any credit, 
but that is the nature of life.” 

Robert A. Collier, committee 
counsel, told Acheson there had 
been instances where it took three 
years for the U.N. to get replies 
from the State Department to re- 
quests for security checks on 
Americans. 

Acheson said he knew nothing 
about such prolonged time lags. 
He suggested that Hickerson had 
the information and would be a 
better witness on that. 


Hickerson’s Testimony. 


Hickerson followed Acheson in 
the witness chair. He made the 
following seven points as a mat- 
ter of clarification: 

1. The department has always 
felt that Americans who are Com- 
munists or under Communist dis- 
cipline should not be employed 
by the U.N. 

2. The Byrnes policy of 1946, 
that the United States make no 
recommendations (except one) for 
employment on the U.N. secre- 
tariat has been followed since.

5. The department has not had | 
evidence that there was espio- 
nage by Americans on the secre- 
tariat; prompt action would have | 
been taked under United States 
criminal laws if there had been. 

6. The security of classified 
information is not involved; sec- 
retariat employes have no access 
to security information, 

The confidential arrange- 
ment with Lie effected the firing 
of “a number” of disloyal Ameri- 
cans and prevented the hiring of’ 
others. 

No Written Data on Reds. 

Hickerson pointed out that 
when the United States was 
formed the secretariat was en- 
visioned as a sort of international 
civil service, not subject to the 
orders of any member state. He 
said the United States felt there 
might be abuses, but took the lead 
in seeking to establish a firm 
basis for the secretariat and in- 
ternational confidence in it. 

Hickerson said he found when 
he took over his present job in 
August 1949 that the department 
was concerned over the reports 
being received about American 
nationals. The confidential ar- 
rangement was then worked out 
with the U.N., Hickerson said, to 
give the Secretary General as 
much information as _ possible 
without taking any of the respon- 
sibility.

Science in Russia Today. 


Basing his findings on a sym- 
posium presented at the A.A.A‘S. 
meeting a year ago, the conclu- 
sions of which have just been 
published, Zirkle outlined the 
status of science in Russia today 
as follows: 


1. Genetics has been extirpated 
and its place taken by an archaic 
quackery. 

2. Statistics has lost its basic 
honesty. and is now used to fal- 
sify data for propaganda pur- 
poses. . 

3. Psychology and _ psychiatry 
are practically dead, with little 
chance of récovery. - 

4. Biology and agriculture are 
so permeated by quackery that 
nothing of importance can be ex- 
pected from them. 

5. Physiology, pathology and 
medicine are forced into a stupid 
orthodoxy; their future develop- 
ment is inhibited, but some sound 
practices survive. 

6. Geology is subjected to po- 
litical attacks and pure research 
is discouraged. 

7. Astronomy includes the 
amusing quackery of astro-botany, 
or the study of plant life on the 
planets, but much excellent work 
is being done by astronomers. 

8. In chemistry certain theories, 
like resonance, are forbidden, 
but much good chemical research 
is going on. 

9. The basic philosophical back- 
ground of modern physics is la- 
beled “idealistic” and condemned, 
but Russian physics is definitely 
good. 

10. Russian mathematics is truly 
excellent, a science of which any 
country might be proud. 

11. Fngineering is probably 
adequate for all military and 
civilian purposes. 

As to the future of Russian 
science, it is difficult to predict, 
Zirkle concluded, but he said it 
was reasonably certain that in 
those fields where there has been 
most deterioration, the only re-

ENATOR JOSEPH R. Mec- 

CARTHY has now been offi- 

cially declared a World War II 
hero by the United States Marine 
Corps after applying in writing 
for appropriate decorations and 
furnishing the major proof of his 
¢valor from his own f€cords. 

At ceremonies in his office 
Monday with the various channels 
of publicity widely represented, 
the Senator received the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross, the Air 
Medal and four stars in leu of 
additional air medals. These are 
widely known in the services as 
arithmetic awards. 

The Navy promptly said the 
matter was purely routine and_ 
fully automatic. This can be so 
with such decorations and the 
language of the McCarthy citation 
is pro forma, but it is not quite 
true in the Senator’s case. 

The situation with respect to 
the Air Medal and the Distin- 
| guished Flying Cross is as follows: 

About 1944, following the prac- 
tice of what was then the air 
branch of the Army, the Navy 
directed that the Air Medal 
should be automatically awarded 
to personnel who had made five 
strike flights or combat missions. 
The same directive provided that 
the D.F.C. should be routinely 
awarded to such personnel when 
they had completed a total of 25 
combat-nissions. 

It was provided also by the 
Navy that the men themselves, 
because many of them were fight- 
ajing in primitive surroundings in 
the far Pacific, might ask for such 
recognition. These are the only 
two Navy medals which have been 
available by personal request. 
The Air Force says its rule is that 
commanding officers must initiate 
the requests. 


Not Recommended. 

The McCarthy records do not 
show that any C, O. recommended 
the Senator for decoration. How- 
ever, sometime prior to Sept. 27, 
1951—his request is signed but 
undated—Senator McCarthy ap- 
plied for strike flight awards. 
What distinguishes his case from 
routine is that the Marine Corps, 
upon examination of its own rec- 
ords, consented to certify less 
than 10 strike flights for him. 
This would have left him with 
one Air Medal, a far from un- 
usual distinction. 

Sept. 27, 1951, is described as 
the date upon whith the Senator 
supported his request by what are 
said to be “certified copies from 
his flight log book.” Lt. Col. 
Glen L. Todd, U.S.M.C., verified 
the claimed 30 missions. 

Lt. Col. Todd is now in the 
Orient~on_a confidential assign- 
ment, according to the Navy. He 
therefore is not available for 
questioning about what he did to 
verify the Senator’s records or 
exactly what his position in the 
matter was. 

By Sept. 27, 1951, Senator Mce- 
Carthy was one of the most con- 
troversial figures in American 
public life, deeply involved in 
serious quarrels with many nota- 
ble public figures. He was also 
approaching a campaign for re- 
election. 

Early in 1952, President Tru- 
Maneigssued a directive which pro- 
vided that all awards of a Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross for serv- 
ices in World War II had to be 
approved, if made at all, by May 
3, 1952. 

April 17, 1952, the commandant 
of the Marine Corps, then Gen. 
Lemuel Shepherd, determined 
that on the basis of his record, 
Senator McCarthy was entitled to 
the awards he had requested. 

Board’s Decision: 

April 29, 1952, the Board of 
Decorations and Medals of the 
Navy recommended that Maj. Mc- 
Carthy be awarded the Air Medal 
and four gold stars in lieu of sub- 
sequent air medals and the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross in ac- 


‘lecordance with existing regula- 


tions. 

April 30, 1952, John F. Floberg, 
assistant secretary of the Navy 
for air, approved the recommen- 
dation. The Navy says that “sub- 
sequently” the Secretary of the 
Navy, Dan A. Kimball, issued the 
citations. They are presently un- 
able to furnish the date on which 
Kimball signed the papers.

Reporting on an inspection tour 
of Korean and other Far Eastern 
defense last summer, the subcom- 
mittee echoed President-elect 
Eisenhower’s election campaign 
demands for greater use of Asians 
in fighting Asians in Korea.

Row Over Iran 
Cause of Hasty 
Churchill Trip 


Date of Visit Moved 
Up Because of 
U.S. Proposals in 
Oil Dispute.

NSIDE fact about Winston 

Churchill’s sudden decision to 

see President-elect Eisenhower 
is that ke tried to make a similar 
announcement 10 days ago, but 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden 
wouldn’t let him. At that time, 
Eden and Secretary of State 
Acheson had been battling if 
Paris over the question of Iran. 

Churchill was so sore over cer- 
tain American proposals that he 
tried to telephone his old friend, 
Bernard Baruch, with a view to 
coming to. New York before 
ee and seeing Eisenhower 
then. 


Paul Nitze of the State Depart- 
ment had been sent to London to 
propose a compromise with Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh. The 
situation in Iran had degenerated 
from bad to worse, until the 
northern area is so dominated by 
the Tudeh party that Communist 
infiltration or even overthrow 
could come at almost any time 
unless the economic situation im- 
proved immediately. 

The State Department, there- 
fore, proposed the following com- 
promise between Iran and Great 
Britain. 

1. Twenty million tons of Iran- 
ian oil to be sold to the major 
oil companies with immediate 
payment to Iran. This oil was 
refined bythe British and is 
stored in Iran as British prop- 
erty. It has not been marketed 
because of British threats against 
any oil company handling its dis- 
tribution. 


2. A loan to Iran by the World 
Bank of $500,000,000 to repay 
Britain for its Abadan refinery. 
The loan would be repaid to the 
World Bank from future sales of 
oil. 

3. A certain amount of eco- 
nomic aid to Iran by the United 
States under the ECA and Point 
IV programs. 

The British had no objection to 
American aid to Iran but they 
did object vigorously to the rest 
of the proposed agreement on the 
basis that it would be a violation 
of contract. 

If the contract with Iran was 
violated, Eden argued, and the 
Iranians were able to take over 
the Abadan refinery through vir- 
tual seizure, then other contracts 
throughout Asia would collapse— 
Kowloon, opposite Hong Kong; 
Egypt, the Malays and the Near 
East. 

When word of these discussions 
reached Churchill himself, he hit 
the ceiling. He was so sore he 
wanted to send a personal cable- 
gram to President Truman and 
leave immediately for New York 
for a conference with Eisen- 
hower. Eden had to rush back 
across the channel to London to 
dissuade him. 

In the end, Eden calmed 
Churchill down, but when 
Churchill heard that General 
MacArthur had _ proposed “to 
Eisenhower use of the atomic 
bomb in Manchuria; and when, 
on top of this, the New York 
Times interview indicated a pos- 
sible conference between Eisen- 
hower and_ Stalin, Churchill 
could be restrained no longer. He

“We ought to remember: one 
thing: Atomic energy has never 
existed in times we call ‘normal.’ 
It was born in time of war and it 
has grown up in a period of inter- 
national tension and mobilization. 
The emphasis, consequently, has 
been on weapons. In this area, I 
believe that progress has ex 
ceeded expectations.

The atomic tracers send out sig- 
nals which help scientists study 
or measure hidden processes, 

Study of Photosynthesis, 

Scientists speak of tiny steps of 
progress already made with tracer 
isotopes toward solving the mys- 
tery of photosynthesis, the process 
by which plants use the sun’s en- 
ergy to build up the plant tissue 
that animals and men depend 
upon for food. 

If man could duplicate this 
process artificially, the problem 
of feeding the world’s hungry 
millions would be solved over 
night. 

Atomic researchers also say it 
may be possible to produce more 
powerful and effective drugs, in- 
secticides, weedkillers, and plant 
growth promoters through chem- 
ical research aided by radioactive 
tracers. They even have hope 
that atomic “rays,” from isotopes 
or other sources, may eventually 
be employed to produce strains 
of plant resistant to disease, 
drouth and other hazards. 

But what has actually been ac- 
complished so far in using the 
atom in medicine, agriculture and 
industry? 

Here is the record: 

MEDICINE — In addition .to 
tracers, several isotopes have been 
used in the direct treatment of a 
few diseases—that is, the rays 
from the materials have been em- 
ployed somewhat like X-ray to at- 
tack diseased tissue or cells.

tive results. The historians who make up this 
professional organization voted to name a com- 
mittee to study high-school curricula. Specifical- 
ly, the committee’s job will be to determine 
whether the high schools are neglecting intel- 
lectual training for vocational, social and other 
kinds of training. 

Speaking for the intellectuals (i.e., egg-heads), 


Prof. Paul E. Bestor Jr. of the University of 


Illinois led the attack on present high-school 
curricula. Post-Dispatch readers are familiar 
with his views, which were presented on this 
page. Dec. 21 in excerpts from an article called 
“Aimlessness in Education.” 

Briefly, Professor Bestor holds that the 
schools are attempting to do too much. As he 
told the historical association meeting in Wash- 
ington: 


The school is one, but only one, of the 
agencies of society that minister to the 
needs of young men and women. ... The 
idea that the school must undertake to meet 
every need that some other agency is failing 
to meet is a preposterous delusion that can 
wreck the educational system without con- 
— anything to the salvation of so- 

ety. 

After all, the school has a particular and 
important function of its own to perform. 
Before it undertakes to do other persons’ 
jobs for them, it should be perfectly sure 
that it is doing its own as well as it possibly 
can. ... No agency but the school can pos- 
sibly provide the systematic intellectual 
training required. 


Some educators would consider Professor 
Bestor’s conception of education terribly nar- 
row and old-fashioned. Their own conceptions 
are broad and sweeping. They say the school 
should train youth in “salable skills,” in physi- 
cal fitness, in citizenship,*family relationships, 
how to buy goods and services, how to drive a 
car, how to take care of the teeth, how to de- 
velop hobbies, and so on and on. 

As egg-heads Professor Bestor and those who 
supported his resolution at the historical asso- 
ciation will be accused of thinking that intellec- 
tual activity is the most important thing in 
life, or the only one worth preparing young 
people for. . 

He denies this. His point is that intellectual 
activity is or ought to be that phase of life 
with .which the school particularly concerns 
itself. He fears that the modern curriculum so 
preoccupies the energy of student and teacher 
with secondary matters that the primary pur- 
pose of intellectual training may be lost. And 
he points out that today, more than ever, the 
ability to think, to observe, to evaluate experi- 
ence, to exercise free and independent judg- 
ment, is of basic importance to a democracy. | 
. We are glad that the historians decided to 
look into the problem, It will be a merry battle 
between the self-realizationists and the egg- 
heads, but the results should be healthy for 
education.

For President, 288 to 240 


Why electoral votes for President should be 
prorated according to the division of the popu- 
lar vote in each state is strikingly demonstrated 
by an analysis of the last election. 

Congressional Quarterly News Features ap- 
plied the Lodge-Gossett Amendment to the 1952 
election returns, with interesting results. As 
plainly as the justice of the proposed new sys- 
tem is shown, the injustice of the present 
method of counting is also shown. Four years 
ago, for instance, President Truman received 
credit in the electoral college for 13,000,000 
votes which were actually cast for other candi- 
dates in the 28 states he carried. Gov. Dewey, 
in the-16 states he carried, was credited with 
more votes marked for other candidates than he 
gained in votes which had been marked for him. 

The distortion which results from crediting 
the losers’ votes in each state to the winner in 
that state was even greater in 1952. Of the 
27,000,000 votes Gov. Stevenson received, 24,- 
000,000 were credited to Gen. Eisenhower in 
electoral votes. Gen. Eisenhower, in turn, re- 
ceived 2,500,000 popular votes in states which 
were won by Gov. Stevenson in electcral votes. 

With the vote thus distorted, Gen. Eisen- 
hower received 442 electoral votes and Steven- 
son 89, a result which is not a true reflection 
of the popular ballot. 

Under the Lodge-Gossett method Gen. Eisen- 
hower would still have won but the division, 
accurately reflecting the way the American 
electorate voted, would have been 288 to 240. 
(These figures were carried to the third decimal 
point in accordance with the Lodge-Gossett plan, 
but the decimals have been omitted here.) 

The proposed reform, which was introduced 
by Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, defeated in 
the last election, and former Representative 
Gossett of Texas, would abolish the electoral 
college but retain the electoral-vote system of 
counting, with the improvement of prorating 
the electoral vote according to the popular 
vote state by state. 

The Post-Dispatch favors this reform. We 
agree with the House Judiciary Committee, 
which was shocked when it found in its studies 
that more than 44 per cent of alk the votes cast 
in presidential campaigns from 1908 to 1948 
were eredited in the electoral college contrary 
to the way they were voted. “This,” said the 
committee, “is a perversion of votes and a dis- 
.franchisement of voters” and “has no legitimate 
place in a popular form of government.” 

The Senate passed the reform proposal by 
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Action for Parking 

The Bi-State Development Agency’s plan for 
an underground riverfront parking garage offers 
St. Louis a fine New Year’s resolution. 

For years now the city has talked about the 
need for more off-street parking. Facilities are 
needed to deal with the traffic blight and to 
encourage downtown business. But little has 
been accomplished. City Hall’s efforts have’ been 


balked by the Legislature’s failure to pass a. 


bill letting the city operate parking lots. 

Now the Bi-State Agency has stepped in. It 
already has the authority which the city lacks. 
The agency represents the whole metropolitan 
area on both sides of the river and is especially 
prepared to deal with such matters as parking. 
And the plan it now suggests has four ad- 
vantages for the community’s future: 

First, the proposed two and three-level garage 
would have room for 3760 cars. The garage 
would make good use of the available space and 
remove a sizeable proportion of automobiles 
from city traffic. 

Second, the garage would have good con- 
nections with the Third Street Expressway and 
hence with other planned expressways. And 
these highways may only add to downtown 


- traffic if there is no place to park the cars 


which will travel on them. 

Third, the agency plan does not conflict with 
the Government-approved Saarinen design for 
a Jefferson National Expansion Memorial. The 
garage will fit under the expressway and park. 
And recreational facilities cannot be ignored in 
our hope for civic progress, nor can beauty. 

Finally, the agency plans to pay for the ga- 
rage through revenue bonds. This means that 
parking fees would pay for the garage and not 
new taxes. Suggested fees range from 25 cents 
an hour to $1 a day and $15 a month. 

Practical questions about financing still have 
to be answered. No doubt changes will be made 
in details of the plan. But the fact is that the 
Bi-State Agency is equipped to move against 
the parking problem without delay. What is 
needed now is public resolution to push the 
plans into concrete and steel.

Do most television viewers agree with what 
was done to Playwright George S. Kaufman? 


We would very much prefer not to think so.

Mr. Kaufman was dropped from the CBS pro- 
gram, “This Is Show Business,” because he re- 
marked on the Dec. 21 show, “Let’s make this 
one program on which no one sings ‘Silent 
Night.’” CBS and the show’s sponsor, the 
American Tobacco Co., were reported to have 
received several hundred telephone calls and 
letters complaining that the remark was anti- 
religious and in questionable taste, and some 
of the letters threatened to boycott the product 
if Kaufman remained on the show. 

We can understarfd how the remark could have 
offended some people’s tastes, though it does 
not offend ours. What offends our taste is the 
cheapening of “Silent Night” and other pieces 
of music by tasteless and overdone repetition. 
But it seems to us to be straining for displeasure 
to say that the remark was anti-religious. 


Threats, cruelty toward the unhappy performer, — 


and revenge are, however, in our understand- 
ing, anti-religious. We know of no religion which 
countenances them. 

If a few viewers can thus set upon a per- 
former and hound him off the television screen, 
the only result can be an excessive timidity on 
the part of all other performers. Insipidity and 
cowardice are not the qualities to foster on TV 
—or anywhere else. We hope that Mr. Kauf- 
man will be restored to “This Is Show Business” 
and that the several hundred viewers who did 
him, a cruel injustice aré ashamed of them- 
selves. 
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Illinois’ Cuckoo License 

Missouri's traffic safety rules were strength- 
ened considerably by the new driver’s license 
law, though it still needs improvement. But the 
Illinois license system is so backward that it be- 
longs with the Marmon or Locomobile. 

Illinois issues a one-dollar license for three 
years, like Missouri. There any resemblance 
erids. In Missouri, revocation or suspension of 
licenses is mandatory in serious traffie violation 
cases. In Illinois, the judges are supposed to 
revoke licenses in such cases. Some do and 

some don't. 

But it makes little difference whether a driv- 
er’s license is taken away. The Chicago Tribune, 
discussing this “cuckoo license law,” says: “For 
50 cents he (a driver) can get a duplicate, sim- 
ply by claiming that he lost the original. The 
duplicate will have no record of his previous 
violations. Unless he happens to be haled again 
before a judge who remembers him, he can 
claim that each offense was his first.” 

Missouri has the answer to that. Courts here 
report sefious traffic offenses to Jefferson City. 
The offenses are listed on the back of the driv- 
ers’ license, so nobody ean get away with re- 
peated violations withoét losing his right to 
drive. This is a sensible system, and Illinois

Student View of Segregation 


From The University News, St. Louis University 


The Supreme Court is currently coming 
to grips with one of the most vital civil 
rights questions of our history in hearing 
five pleas against segregation. The de- 
cision will not only determine whether 
civil rights will be advanced or hindered 
but also whether or not taxpayers will be 
forced to continue to support a duplicated, 
money-squandering dual school system 
based on the 1896 “equal but separate” 
principle of the court. 


If we are to end prejudice on all levels, 
it is vital that the Supreme Court declare 
segregation unconstitutional, For this de- 
cision deals with prejudice at the grass- 
roots levels—the elementary schools. If 
prejudice is to be stamped out, this is the 
best possible method, for involved is a 
gradual educational process based on ex- 
perience. 


The cancer of prejudice is the main con- 
sideration because it involves equality of 
opportunity, a basic American right that is 
not adequately realized by the “equal but 
separate” principle. Why separate when 
America is hailed as the “land of the free, 
the home of eap! opportunity?” What lies 
behind “separate” but racial prejudice and 
race supremacy? Is there any sound reason 
at all behind discrimination in education? 
There seems to be none whatsoever, only 
the emotion of the prejudiced. 

It might be asked what reasons can be 
advanced for ending segregation besides 
the principle involved. There are many 
that would appeal to any open-minded in- 
dividual. For example, it is far more eco- 
nomical to eliminate such en as 

is an ef- 


many experts have attested; 


fective answer to Communist charges of 
discrimination; it will eventually lead to 
the development of Negro worker poten- 
tial, which is sorely needed in industry, 
as Labor Secretary Tobin has said. 


All things considered, both from the 
standpoint of principle and practicality, it 
seems obvious that segregation in public 
schools should be declared unconstitution- 
al. Eventually it will be so declared. The 
question is whether the court will con- 
sider the time ripe for such a decision. 
It would seem that there is no time like 
the present in this regard.

The awakening of youth, phenomenon of 
perpetual wonder, is treated sensitively 
and with a full measure of understanding 
in “Trial by Darkness.” 

Herein is presented an intensely per- 
sonal study of a youth whose times and 
growth come under searching and syMpa- 
thetic inquiry. 

For Avery Hollister, awareness of his 
world begins with a vague and indiscrimi- 
nate search for meaning. 

‘Requisite to any account of such intel- 
lectual growth is the realization that the 
process begins almost negatively. Initially, 
the youth feels keenly the limitations of 
his own experience and so rejects it as in- 
adequate to provide answers\to the ques- 
tions that torment him. 

Avery Hollister, as so many before him, 
starts by seeking meaning elsewhere, in 
this case in the symbolism of mathematics, 
as if, by some mental sleight-of-hand, an 

artificial product of 
mind could be made 
to disclose patterns 
in the world of real- 
ity. 

But Avery’s expe- 
riences, real and 
vivid, intrude thcm- 
selves and cannot he 
forgotten. The first 
steps to maturity 
come haltingly, but 
they are clearly rec- 
ognizable in his in- 
creased understand- 
ing of his experi-

meee Sorhem ment, not in the ab- 
stract, but as personal influences. 

Because this is an individual portrait, 
the author has employed his lesser char- 
acters not as people but as forces which 
add their weight to Avery’s progression. 

For the youth, the people he meets, the 
college friends known fleetingly, the pain- .

capably to produce the knowledge that 
meaning is to be ascertained “in each 
man’s discourse, and not in the antiseptic 
scientific heaven that exists only in the 
minds of men.” 

The rational process, Avery senses, be- 
gins with an analysis of the individual who 
is to be formed, who is to act and be 
acted upon in turn. In this framework, 
if at all, is meaning to be found. 

In one sense, “Trial by Darkness” is an 
unfinished novel, for here it ends—and 
Avery has a long way to go. 

But he has come to see, at least, that 
comprehension is not fixed in absolute 
systems, either of science or of faith, “but 
must be won all the time, each minute... 
and there is no goal, no victory, but only, 
perhaps, a right direction.”

That is not the only or the 
deepest reason why it is a radical 
mistake to be tempted or pushed 
outside the formal usages of 
diplomacy. The studied modera- 
tion of the traditional language 
of diplomacy derives from a so- 
ciety in which wars were not 
total, were always limited, were 
never wars of annihilation and 
extermination. 

It was the business of the dip- 
lomat to defend and promote the 
interests of his country at the 
least possible cost. One of the 
essential ways of reducing the 
cost in the struggle was te make 
it possible, safe, as easy as could 
be, even profitable if possible, 
for the adversary to come to 
satisfactory terms. 

It was the business of the dip- 
lomat to make it easier to stop 
the fighting when he was unable 
to prevent it. For this the formal 
and polite language of diplomacy 
is highly serviceable. It carries 
with it always the implication and 
the reminder, even in. the full 
violence of war, that the forms 
of peaceable intercourse are being 
preserved and that they will out- 
last the struggle. 


GOV. SMITH GANCELS 
TWO HOUSE ELECTIONS 


Bows to Republican Protests 
—Will Set New Dates 
Later, He Says. 


A legal mix-up forced Gov. 
Forrest Smith yesterday’ to 
rescind his notices of special elec- 
tions in the city’s Second Legis- 
lative District and in Clay county 
to fill two vacant seats in the 
Missouri House of Representa- 
tives. 

The vacancies were caused by 
the recent deaths of State Repre- 
sentative Fred Ray Columbo of 
St. Louis and Representative Bax- 
ter Waters of Clay county, both 
Democrats. | 

Originally, the Governor set 
both elections for Jan. 6. He later 
moved the St. Louis election date 
to Jan. 20 and then to Jan. 27. 
Yesterday, however, he ordered 
notices for both elections returned 
to him so he can set new dates 
after the 1953 Legislature con- 
venes Jan. 7. 

Smith said Clay county Repub- 
licans had protested that an elec- 
tion Jan. 6 would not be legal 
because the new legislature does 
not meet until the following day. 
They argued that a successor 
could not be chosen for a man 
whose term had not started. 

To avoid any controversy and 
the possible necessity of holding 
two elections in each district, the 
Governor said he decided to 
rescind his earlier orders and 
wait until later to issue new dates 
for the special voting.

Industrial plants which treat 
employes as numbers, instead of 
human beings, probably will ‘wind 
up with cliques of non-producing 
“subversives” instead of teams of 
willing workers, Prof. Morris S. 
Viteles, director of personnel re- 
search and training at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, said here 
yesterday. 

Widespread job dissatisfaction 
and low morale were cited by 
Viteles as evidence that the post- 
war drive toward co-ordination of 
effort in achieving industrial 
goals is lacking, particularly at 
the rank-and-file level. ‘* 


The pay incentive is not the 
most important motivation for 
high production, he said. More 
important is the urge to achieve 
security, the desire for status and 
promotion, the desire of people to 
earn approval of fellow workers 
and the desire of workers to build 
a set of social values around 
their jobs.

RESEARCH CALLED FOR 


Speaker Warns of Need to 
Step Up Food Production to 
Support Population. 


Increased scientific research is 
urgently needed so that farm 
production can keep up with food 
requirements of the nation’s grow- 
ing population, G. E. Hilbert of 
the United States Department of 


Hilbert, representing the fed- 
eral agency's bureau of agricul- 
tural and industrial chemistry, ad- 
dressed a section of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science at Kiel Auditorium. 

He said present lack of informa- 


position of agricultural products 
is a challenge to experts in the 
field. Chemistry, he said, has 
tended to neglect the farm. 


“The time is coming,” he said, 
“when the tillable land available 
and that which can be made avail- 
able, farmed as intensively and 
efficiently as present knowledge 
will permit, will tax to the utmost 
our capacity to feed, clothe and 
shelter our increasing popula- 
tion.” 

Hilbert pointed out that the 
process of photosynthesis, by 
which plants use sunlight in form- 
ing organic compounds, is still 
very much of a mystery. Radio- 
active tracer methods show prom- 
ise of furnishing a key, he said, 
adding that a solution would open 
up fascinating possibilities for 
progress. 


“We might be able,” he said, 
“to retard or accelerate at will 
the cycle of changes known as 
maturation in fruits, vegetables, 
cereal grains or oilseeds, and thus 
lengthen the harvest season, off- 
set the effects of unfavorable 
weather, facilitate orderly dnd 
economical processing and pre- 
vent enormous spoilage and 
waste.” 


Hilbert said great strides can 
be accomplished by chemistry in 
making plants resistant to disease, 
improving crops by genetics, rais- 
ing the quality of human food- 
stuffs and animal feeds, and in the 
field of fermentation. 

Another participant in a sympo- 
sium on agricultural chemistry 
was R. R. Wangerin of Monsanto 
Chemical Co., who read a paper 
prepared by Virgil H. Freed of 
Oregon State College on the sub- 
ject of herbicides. 

Freed’s report showed consider- 
able progress in the last eight 
years in the introduction of new 
and highly effective chemical 
compounds for weed control. 
Weeds cause an annual loss to the 
nation of six to eight billion dol- 
lars, it was said.

Freighters the Problem. 


American immigration officers 
are being placed on the large 
passenger liners of British, French 
and other lines. They will inter- 
rogate members of the crew dur- 
ing the voyage. The line must, 
of course, provide first-class pas- 
sage for the officers. 

This may prevent delay in en- 
tering and leaving port for the 
big liners. Even with this sys- 


tem, however, there can be diffi- 


culties. When the French liner 
Liberte arrived the other day, 
269 crew members forfeited their 
shore leave over Christmas, either 
because they refused to answer 
questions put to them or because 
their answers were unsatisfactory. 


The real trouble will come in 
connection with the hundreds of 
freighters sailing in and out of 
American ports. Obviously, im- 
migration officials cannot be sta- 
tioned on each such vessel. So 
they must be cleared at quaran- 
tine or in port. 


Easier in Leningrad. 


Delays are bound to result, 
thereby slowing down the turn- 
around, which must be made in 
as short a time as possible if the 
ship is to operate at a profit. 
The crews’ wages go on no matter 
what the cause of delay. And 
foreign earnings from the mer- 
chant fleet are vital in Britain’s 
effort to achieve a balance of 
payments, 

This explains why London took 
the step so unusual between 
friendly, collaborating powers of 
entering not one but two pro- 
tests. British officials have 
pointed out that even in Soviet 
Russian ports the right of foreign 
crew members to shore leave is 
not challenged on security 
grounds. |

Perhaps if 
this new regulation were really 
effective in keeping out trained 
and dangerous agents it might be 
justified. But even if the screen- 
ing process could be made effec- 
tive, which is doubtful, there are 
many other ways of getting into 
this country. 


Thousands of illegal “wetbacks” * 
come in across the Mexican bor- 
der in addition to large numbers 
of workers brought in legally for 
use on the mass-production farms 
of the West. It would be child's 
play for a trained agent, or, for 
that matter, hundreds of them, 
to come across the. border at any 
time. 


Only an Irritant. 


What is obvious, therefore, {s 
that, short of creating a total 
garrison state, such agents cannot 
be kept out. Even with walls 
built along both borders manned 
by the military and with all for- 
eign ships barred from our ports, 
it is doubtful that the garrison 
would be impregnable. 


A skilled and highly trained 
security agency such as the FBI 
can detect such agents. They can 
b: jailéd or kept under surveil- 
lance. The possibilities for sabo- 
tage and espionage can be kept to 
the minimum that is possible in 
a world with fast, modern com- 
munication. 

The new regulations in the 
McCarran-Walter Act may be lit- 
tle more than an irritant to stir 
ill will. The alliance that is at- 
tempting to build a secure barrier 
against the spread of Communism 
already has enough sources of 
friction without adding any need- 
less ones.

NEW MOVE FOR POWER 
BY BISTATE ARENCY 


Group Considers Revived 
' Efforts in Legislatures 
of Both States. 


The Bi-State Development 
Agency today had under consid- 
eration a renewal of its efforts 


in the Missouri and Illinois legis- 
latures to obtain broader powers, 
including specific authority to op- 
erate mass transit facilities. 

Representatives of cities and 
counties on both sides of the river 
will be invited to the next meet- 
ing of the agency’s board of com- 
missioners, Jan. 12, and will be 
‘asked their views on legislative 
proposals, 

Similar proposals were rejected 
last year following strong oppo- 
sition by some municipal and 
county officials in the agency’s 
area, which includes the City of 
St. Louis and six nearby counties 
in Missouri and Illinois. 

Agency board members believe 
that existing legislation actually 
covers the powers sought but they 
have been advised by investment 
brokers on whom the agency 
would rely to market its bonds, 
that detailed listing of powers in 
the law would make the bonds 
more attractive to buyers. 

Other powers the agency may 
‘Beek include specific authority to 
Operate a warehouse, sewage dis- 
posal plants and automobile park- 
ing facilities. The agency made 
public last Monday a proposal for 
eonstruction and operation by it 
6f a $9,500,000 underground park- 
Sng garage on the St. Louis river- 
front.

Then she would 
lean over and explain it to the princesses. At the 
end, I stood up and faced their majesties.”

TOSSING HIS breakfast napkin to the table, Pat 
leaped to his feet in the Mayfair Hotel dining room 
and re-enacted the scene. He solemnly recited a 
poem he had paraphrased to include a grand 
tribute to the royal couple and signed off with a 
dramatic salute toward their box. 

“Imagine me, an Irishman, doing that,” he said 
as he sat down again.

“We were in a show together in 1926,” Pat re- 
called. “The play was ‘Broadway,’ and we were at 
the Shubert Theater here in St. Louis, That was 
when I was courting her, but it took me five more 
years to catch her.” 

They will celebrate their wedding anniversary 
Jan. 214. when Mrs. O’Brien joins Pat in New 
Orleans. Meanwhile, they keep in touch with each 
other via long-distance, when they can keep the 
younger members of the O’Brien clan off the line.

Insulating Pipes for Various 
Reasons. 


E got to wondering the other 

day why it was that the hot 

water in the kitchen, which 
is near the hot water heater, was 
always much hotter than the hot 
water in the bathroom which is a 
good many miles away from 
everything. We went up into the 
attic to investigate and sure 
enough there wasn't an inch of 
insulation on any of the hot water 
pipes. 


This was a pretty sad state of 
affairs. The attic was nice and 
warm and as the floor was insu- 
lated we decided it was being 


‘ 
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heated from the hot water lines 
which is not exactly their job. 
Anyway, we went off, got some 
sections of air cell insulation and 
got the lines covered. 


While we were up there we 
noticed stains on some of the 
joists and after doing a little in- 
vestigating found some of the in- 
sulation between the joists pretty 
damp. Seems that condensation 
was forming on the cold water 
pipes, we get our water from a 
deep well and it’s about the same 
temperature as liquid ice, and this 
water was dNpping down damag- 
—_ the insulation and the ceiling 

low. 


We got some more insulation 
and covered these lines so we 
wouldn't end up with a lot of 
water stains on the ceilings of 
the room below. We could have 
used several layers of old news- 
papers for this purpose tied 
around the pipes with strings but 
as we work for a newspaper we 
have too much respect for even 
last year’s newspapers to ever use 
them for this purpose. But that 
doesn’t have to apply to you.

IN THIS PARTICULAR 
CASE, they say a dam is to be 
located at Dalles, Ore., several 
miles below Celilo falls. If this 
dam is completed, the resulting 
lake will cover the. falls and 
the Indian lands in which these 
Indians were guaranteed fishing 
rights for all time by a treaty 
made in 1865. This Celilo falls 
area, for generations before the 
advent of the whte man, has

Of course, ‘the Government 
will pay them in cash but it 
will take away their heritage, 
and the question is whether 
the Indians can be _ really 
compensated. 

Other dams have been built, 
people moved and resettled in 
other places and they have 
made a good living and it has 
not upset their social pattern 
because they could easily be 
integrated in the new area.

NLY a few months more than 
200 years ago, crowds of peo- 
ple gathered in Great Britain, 
and made angry protests, 
“Give us back our 11 days!” 
they shouted. 


It seemed to those folk that 
they had been cheated out of 11 
days in their lives. They had 
gone to bed during the evening 
of the second day of September. 
They might have expected the 
next day to be the third of the 
month, but they woke up on the 
fourteenth of September! 


That change had been ordered 
ahead of time, when the British 
parliament adopted the Calendar 
Act. By the new law, Great Brit- 
ain agreed to join other countries 
of Europe in following the Gre- 
gorian calendar. Some of the 
other nations of Europe accepted 
the new calendar 170 years be- 
fore Great Britain did.

DESPITE THE angry shouts, 
the British Government stood by 
the change. Some documents 
were dated in two ways, as Old 
Style and New Style. A date of 
the New Style (Gregorian calen- 
dar) was 11 days later than the 
same date under the Old Style 
(Julian calendar), 


Millions of persons in Great 
Britain and British colonies were 
bern while the Julian calendar 
was in force, but died under the 
Gregorian calendar. . Benjamin 
Franklin and George Washington 
were two of these. . 


The Gregorian calendar was 
named in honor of Pope Gregory 
XIII, who was the head of the 
Roman Catholic church when the 
change took place. Learned men
